Bookcases of this type are exceedingly rare. A specimen very

Another example of this type, but with different detail, is 
illustrated by Percy MacQuoid in “A History of English 
Furniture. The Age of Mahogany,” Fig. 98. In Francis 
Lenygon’s “Furniture in England, 1660-1760,’ there is 
illustrated a bookcase designed by William Kent, which in 
general outline bears certain similarities.
